Tlio As.somhJy. wliicli wovilil tnHe 
Vlaco In robniiiry of nc.\'- year hev. 
nt McGill, is sponsored by ths JlcGllI 
League of Nations Club which with 
représentatives from H.V.C. parti- 
cipated in H similar Assenibl:- last 
winter at Toronto Tnivcrsity. 

The Assembly would last (hroo 
days and consist ot five . U-nary 
•fissions at which delegates would 
lie presented from Canadian and 
American tJnlversitlcs. The reports 
• iihmitter] would be an attomi t ti. 
jiropnoFticato the work ot the -ictual 
Assembly of the Leapue of Nations at 
Geneva next year. Delegations, ar 
I epreEent.\tlves of the different sneni' 
bers of tha League, tîike the attitude 
of the iiarticular counlo' whose 
views they present" in the discussion 
of the reports. 

In addition lo the sessions thf Jt - 
legates will be cntertr.iiici! at 
luncheons and banquets at which 
prominent .speakers interested in the 
League of Nations will speak.

It 
is impossible to got a controversial or par- 
tisan article printed in college papers and 
accordingly anyone reading these univer- 
sity publications concludes that the stu- 
dents are not interested in politics. 
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To Be? 

AT a meeting of the Students' Executive 
Council last night an item of business 
tame up which should be of utmost inter 
est to the members of the Students' So- 
fciety. The League of Nations Club made 
ïormal application for admission to the 
Scope of the Council in order that it may 
receive the financial backing of the Stu- 
dents' Society to the extent of eight hun- 
dred dollars in undertaking to hold at Mc 
Gill the fifth annual Modèl Assembly of 
the League of Nations. 

In the news columns of this issue the 
plans for the proposed assembly are en 
tered into in detail and complete informa- 
.tion is given as to how the money will be 
fepent. This annual gathering, it will be 
Jseen, is a matter of wide importance and 
jgeneral interest. Last year when it was 
held at the University of Toronto, speak- 
ers of international reputation spoke to 
the delegates and much attention was re- 
ceived from the city press. Questions of 
i the day in mtei'national matters were 
thoroughly .discussed by large delegations 
ïroni .most of the Canadian Universities 
and from Vassar, Dartmouth, Princeton 
and Yale. The League of Nations Club 
hopes that, if McGill is selected, the pro- 
t ''gram will not be less elaborate than that 
^ which was undertaken at Toronto last 
^;February. 

Besides the sum which the club hopes 
to receive from the Council, the R.V.C. is 
also assessed for the amount of four hun- 
dred dollars, bringing the total estimated 
revenue to twelve hundred dollars, the 
minimum sum with which the club can 
run the Assembly. 

In arriving at a decision on the matter, 
the Council will be guided to some degree 
by the discussion which the proposal pro- 
yokes. Put as briefly and in as non-parti- 
san a way as possible the plan is as fol 
.lows: — The League of Nations Club asks 
^ .to become affiliated with the Executive 
Council of the Students' Society, and on 
the granting of this, desires financial back- 
ing to the extent of eight hundred dollars. 
In return there will accrue to McGill anc 
■ to the Students' Society a certain amount 
•of prestige as a seat of interest in foreign 
affairs. 

Comment on the proposal is needec 
and asked for and the correspondance 
-^"feirfttKin/jrf the Daily is open to anyone who 
" has suggestions. The matter is one of un 
.^usual importance and much discussion is 
•|ilobked for before the Council meets again 
'^'in two weeks time.

Ho niiiy lie 
free from tiiat Puritanism oC which wo i\nf;lo- 
Saxons undoubtedly havo a great deal, and realis- 
ing in tho goodness of his heart that avo hold him, 
in bis beloved city, as a bad clinracter In a very 
corrupt place, he uses that knowledge to Uio ut- 
most of his canny Galllo ability, to show us poor 
unsuspecting tonderfeet a lot ut naughty places 
nd naughty things which ho himself, generally 
peaking never bothers to visit or look. 

JVnd after nil, when ono considers that busses 
arrange to call nt the hotels in tho evening for 
the purpose of collecting a load of twenty-five 
ultrd-i'cspectablc spinsters in order to show them 
tho Night Life of Paris; drlvo them to a number 
ot harmless cates and have Included in tlicjr fare,

view), than they could see in any bum night-club
